Sir: as 
In accordance with your request I have the honor to submit a 
report of the operations of the Bureau of Immigration for the two 
years commencing December 1, 1902, and ending November 30, 
1904. - 

During the sessions of the 35th Legislative Assembly in March, 
1903, the following citizens were appomted by the Governor to be 
members of the Bureau and were duly confirmed by the Legislative 
Council as prescribed by law: First district, Granville Pendleton, 
San Juan county; second district, Alfred Grunsfeld, Bernalillo 
county; third district, Joseph W. Bible, Grant county; Yourth dis- 
trict, W. B. Bunker, San Miguel county; fifth district, Jose E. Tor- 
res, Socorro county. 

After appointment they qualified as members by filing oath of 
office with the Secretary of the Territory. . 

In accordance with law, the above members of the Bureau met 
in the City of Santa Fe, the capital of the Territory on the second 
Monday of the Month of April, 1903, when the following organiza- 
tion was effected: 

W. B. Bunker was chosen president. 

Granville Pendelton, vice president. 

Joseph W. Bible, treasurer. 

_ Max. Frost of Santa Fe, not a member of the Board, was unan- 
Imously re-elected secretary. The membership of the Bureau at the 
time of this report is as above stated. >t 

_ The business of the Bureau of which the secretary is the execu- 
tive officer has greatly increased during the two years past, and much 
more work than ever before in the shape of receiving and answering

letters of inquiry concerning the Territory and its resources and in 
the preparation of bulletins, handbooks, newspaper and magazine 
articles has been done. More personal visits to the Bureau by tour. 
ists, health seekers, capitalists and business men generally have oc. 
curred during the past two years and increased during the entire 
period. c 

During the two years for which this report is made, the follow- 
ing pamphlets and bulletins have been published by the Bureau: 
Bernalillo county 5,000 copies; Colfax county 5,000 copies; Dona 
Ana county 5,000 copies; Eddy county 20,000 copies; Leonard 
Wood county 5,000 copies; Luna county 5,000 copies; McKinley 
county 5,000 copies; Mora county 5,000 copies; Quay county 5,000 
copies; Rio Arriba county 5,000 copies; Roosevelt county 5,000 
copies; Sandoval county 5,000 copies; San Juan county 5,000 
copies; Santa Fe county 5,000 copies; Socorro county 5,000 copies; 
Taos county 5,000 copies; Valencia county 5,000 copies. 

Ten thousand copies of a large illustrated pamphlet descriptive 
of the resources and conditions of San Juan county were also pub- 
lished by special order of the Bureau and at the request of Vice 
President Granville Pendleton. The bulletins enumerated above 
were of a size to go conveniently into a six and one-half envelope m 
order to mail them readily and easily. They were handsomely illus- 
trated and contained the fullest possible information concerning the 
resources, conditions, population, climate, minerals and industries 
of each county. In addition to the above list, supplies for bulletins 
for the counties not therein enumerated were printed during the lat- 
tre part of the fiscal year ending November 30, 1902, and these were 
distributed during the two years for which this report 1s made, m 
addition to those printed as per list above. 

The Bureau and the New Mexico Board of Managers of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition jointly published in June, 1904, a 
handbook on New Mexico entitled “To the Land of Sunshine.” 
This contains 151 pages. Four thousand copies of this handbook 
were published on account of the New Mexico Board of Managers 
of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition and 2,000 copies on account 
of the Bureau of Immigration. The number issued for St Lous 
World's Fair purposes and distributed at the New Mexico Building 
for and on behalf of the Board of Managers and went like “hot 
cakes.” Copies were also sent to the exposition commissioners for 
the various states and territories, to the exposition officials, and to 
various libraries, as well as to many citizens of New Mexico Of the 
number distributed, 300 were bound in handsome cloth covers 
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The 2,000 copies printed for the Bureau of Immigration have 
partially been distributed by this Bureau, by the passenger depart- 
ments of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway, of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, for the the Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad, of the Pecos Valley & Northeastern Railroad, for the El 
Paso & Northeastern Railroad, and last but not least, of the Santa 
Fe Central Railway. Several of the higher educational institutions 
of the Territory have also asked for copies for the purpose of using 
the publication as a text book for students and pupils. The value 
of this last publication can be determined from the any letters re- 
ceived concerning it, from railroad officials, educators and others 
, competent to judge, of which a few are published herewith:

at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition where they were distributed. 
Concerning them, M. W. Porterfield, superintendent in charge of 
exhibits says:

Replying to your esteemed favor of the 19th, will say all ex- 
cept the last shipment of Bureau of Immigration pamphlets men- 
tioned by you have been received. The others are no doubt de- 
layed by the confusion of western traffic. I think by the time these 
arrive, it will be too late for additional shipments to reach us in 
time to be of use before the closing of the Exposition. 

On behalf of the Territory, I want to thank you and your Board 
for these splendid little booklets, which have been eagerly appre- 
ciated by people seeking information concerning New Mexico and 
her resources, and you would be surprised at the interest manifested 
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m our country, not only in our climate and mineral resources, but 
in hve stock raising and ın our agricultural regions as well and 
many are going to New Mexico and large numbers have already gone 
to that country seeking locations. 

Irrigation seems to be attracting a greater amount of attention 
than has ever been the case before. Farmers want to get away from 
the disagreeable and uncertain seasons of the north and go to a 
country where the sun shines and where they can be sure each year 
of such products as they have seen at this Fair, grown by irngation 
in New Mexico and the countries affording irrigable lands are go- 
ing to receive a large immigration.

Durmg the past two years, thousands of small, well printed and 
handsomely illustrated bulletins on the various counties describing 
their resources, agricultural and horticultural conditions, mineral 
development, stock interests, industrial phases, natural advantages, 
school systems, timber lands, irrigation facilities, scenery, cities and 
towns, etc., have been distributed by this Bureau from this city, by 
its individual members, by the several railroad companies mention- 
ed above, by commercial clubs, Boards of Trade and other business 
organizations and by citizens generally. That this extensive distri- 
bution of literature and the wholesale advertisement gained by it 
have done the Territory great good and have been the means of 
bringing thousands of immigrants, tourists, those in search of per- 
manent homes and health seekers to New Mexico, cannot be doubted 
and is nat doubted by those familiar with such matters. The pas- 
senger departments of the several railroads named would not have 
performed this labor were it not patent that ıt has done and is doing 
great good to all concerned, the Territory of New Mexico and the 
roads, and that it has brought and is bringing the results anticipated 
and expected, namely an increase of the population of the Territory 
and of its business, a satisfactory development of its great natural 
resources, tourists, travelers and health seekers to the Sunshine Ter- 
ritory as well as capital for the various channels of trade and busi- 
hess and for mining, irrigation and manufacturing enterprises. 

During the two years past, several national banks and several 
trust companies and private banks under the Territorial law have 
been organized, sure proof this of a large influx of capital. 

The population :of the Territory has increased considerably 
during that time as is found by taking the figures of the school pop- 
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ulation in each incorporated city and town, and in each school dig. ` 
trict, as well as by the figures of the vote cast in November, 1909, 
and November, 1904, which was as follows:

In 1903, by Act of the Legislative Assembly, the following new 
counties were organized, Leonard Wood out of Guadalupe which has 
disappeared from the map of New Mexico; Quay taken from Guada: 
lupe, San Miguel and Union counties; Roosevelt taken from Chaves 
and Guadalupe counties; Sandoval from Bernalillo. On January 1, 
1905, the new county of Torrance will be organized. This will be 
constituted of parts of Valencia, Guadalupe, Lincoln, San Maguel, 
San Miguel and Socorro. One precinct containing 150 voters was 
taken from Santa Fe county and annexed to Rio Arriba and an- 
other precinct containing forty voters was taken from Santa Fe 
county and incorporated in the new county of Torrance. At the 
date of this report there are therefore twenty-four counties in the 
Territory. According to the vote cast November 7, 1902, which 
amounted to 38,792 votes for delegate to Congress and that cast in 
November 8, 1904, for the same official amounting to 43,011 voles, 
there was therefore an increase of 4,213 votes in 1904 over 190? 
which multiplied by six, the usual ratio, shows an absolute increase 
in population of over 25,000. The number of registered voters if 
taken from a basis of the increasein population during the two 
years past, shows a much greater gain. 

Early in 1904 the Bureau purchased at a cost of $120.00 from 
the Department of the Interior, 1,000 maps of New Mexico pub- 
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lished by the General Land Office and brought up to that year. 
The copies of this map have nearly all been distributed and there 
are but a few left. They are very much in demand both ın the Ter 
ntory and by applicants residing outside of its limits. The infor- 
mation and data of the maps are the latest and best obtainable and 
upon the whole ıt is very creditable and correct. 

During the year 1903, 1,000 copies of the report of Governor 
Otero to the Secretary of the Interior for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1902, were distributed by this Bureau. The report was found 
very valuable and useful for advertising the resources of New Mex- 
ico and was much sought after. The issue 1s now.exhausted Five hun- 
dred copies of this report were purchased by the Bureau from the 
government printing office and 500 were furnished by Governor 
Otero. The report of the Governor to the Secretary of the Interior 
for the year ending June 30, 1903, was unusually large, containing 
640 pages and fully illustrated, of this 1,000 have so far been dis- 
tributed and several thousand copies were given out to visitors at the 
New Mexico building at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition. The 
report 1s a very superior document and the most comprehensive ever 
made by a Governor of New Mexico and issued by the Department 
of the Interior. The Governoi’s reports for June 30, 1902, and 


June 30, 1903, were fully and handsomely illustrated with cuts rep- 


resenting pictures of public buildings, scenery, agricultural land- 
scapes, fruits, agricultural products, street scenes ın cities and towns 
and the hke, which were furnished by the Bureau of Immigration, 
free of cost to the United States but paid for by the Territory. 


The correspondence of the Bureau has grown very much and 
there have been days and days during which twenty and more letters 
were written and sent in answer to inquirics and applicants for in- 
formation concernig New Mexico. The letters numbered into the 
the thousands. Every letter received is carefully answered, all pos- 
sible information given and bulletins as well as Territorial news- 
papers have been sent to applicants in each case. During the past 
four months, the new handbooks “To the Land of Sunshine” have 
been sent out extensively in lieu of the small bulletins, the supply of 
the latter being about exhaustd. 

The duties required of the Secretary have become so manifold 
and exacting that he has had ’o employ at his own expense, regular- 
ly during the two years past, one stenographer steadily for each 
working day on an average of from éight to nine hours and another 


leper half a day during that time at an average of four 
ours. 
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During the Territorial fiscal year ending November 30, 1903, 
the appropriation for the Bureau was 3,000.00 for its maintenance, 
cost of publications, postage and expressage, traveling expenses of 
the members, etc., and for the year ending November 30, 1904, i 
was but $2,000. This reduction hampered the usefulness and ex. 
tent of the operations of the Bureau greatly Had the appropriation 
not been decreased several more thousand copies of the handbook 
“To th Land of Sunshine” could have been published and distribut- 
ed during the Louisiana Purchase Exposition at the New Menco 
building. The demand for literature and the work and business of 
the Bureau 1s increasing so fast and steadily that ıt is respectfully 
recommen led that an increase in the appropriation for the commg 
two years be made and that the secretary be allowed an appropna- 
tion for clerk hire. 

The members of the Bureau serve without fee cr compensation, 
They receive but actual travcling expenses for attending the meet 
ings of the Bureau and on account of the smallness of the appropria- 
tion but three meetings have been held during the past two years 
The members individually do a great deal of work and help to ad: 
vance the material interests of the Territory greatly by answenng 
inquiries, mailing bulletins, handbooks and other printed matter to 
applicants, entertain tourists and seekers for information, giving 
people who call on them personal information and putting in a good 
word for New Mexico wherever possible. Vice President Granville 
Pendleton especially has done much work in these directions. At 
his particular request, 10,000 copies of a finely illustrated 
pamphlet of forty-two pages, descriptive of San Juan county, were 
printed by the Bureau and the major portion of this issue was han 
dled by him and sent out to persons and seekers after information 
concerning New Mexico ın many parts of the country, and thal 
mostly at his own expense. The members of the Bureau are cer- 
tainly entitled to fair consideration and the gratitude of the people 
of New Mexico for the unselfish, efficient and constant work ther 
have done during the past two years in disseminating information, 
inducing immigration and capital to come to New Mexico and do- 
ing everything in their power for the advancement and progress of 
the Territory. They have labored without the hope of fee or reward 
except the consciousness of having performed their duties well and 
faithfully and having aided in every .respect material, financial, 
moral, social and business interests of the Territory of which they 
are such good and exemplary citizens. 

Much of the time of the Secretary during the two years past, 
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has been taken up by visitors to the office of the Bureau in Santa 
Fe, by tourists, travelers, health seekers and home seekers who have 
called there and desired personal information concerning New Mex- 
ico and its several sections as well as advice by the secretary where 
to go, how to invest money or engage in business, purchase of land, 
requirements of the United States land laws, how and where to make 
investments, information concerning wages, rents, prices of land and 
live stock, how to obtain work and many other kindred subjects. 
All these were received with the greatest of courtesy and all possible 
information was imparted to them. They were also supplied with 
the printed matter prepared by the Bureau for this purpose. The 
records show that the past two years have been the busiest since the 
establishment of the Bureau in 1880
